Burley Tobacco Meeting. 

At the meeting In Lexington last 
week several new features were 
of interest to growers were dis- 
cussed. In the reports from all 
the counties in regard to the grow- 
ing crop it is disclosed that under 
the most favorable conditions there 
will not be more than 50 per cent, 
of a crop grown this year. 

Statements of the financial con- 
dition of the Burley Society and 
Burley Co. show both in good 
shape. 

The District Board recommended 
a new feature in pooling — a ten 
year pool by land owners, with the 
tenant to do as he wishes with his 
half of crop, pool it or not as he 
pleases, the land owner to take 
one-half of his part of crop in 
stock in a plant to manufacture 
tobacco. This will settle the to- 
bacco trouble, as sooner or later 
the grower will have to go in the 
market with his tobacco in shape 
to reap some of the profit the man- 
ufactured goods bring if he expects 
to get what his raw leaf is worth. 

The new pool will close January 
1, 1912, and is declared a pool 
when there are two signers. It is 
needless to say that there will be 
two signers and the manufacturing 
plant is a certainty. 

We are informed that several 
men of wealth are ready to back 
the new company for any amount 
of money needed. 

The plans of the new company 
are not yet matured, but it will be 
pushed and the new company will 
soon be ready for business.

The Louisville management is to 
fix the date and conditions. 

A new rule was offered allow- 
ing only French mutuels to be 
sold on race tracks under control 
of the commission, which knocks 
out auction pools in future. 

Another rule submitted pro- 
vides that all telephone and tele- 
graphic wires used for dissemina- 
tion of race track news must be 
removed from the grounds. It is 
practically certain that both these 
Tides will be adopted after they 
Siave laid over thirty days, as is 
ithe custom. 

> According to a statement bv 
'Uhairiuaji E, F. Clay after the 
meeting, a rule submitted at the 
last meeting was passed providing 
that purses for fall meetings be 
the same in amount as those at 
the spring rtieetings, This has 
never been the case in Kentucky 
before - , fall purses always being 
smaller than spring, but, there be- 
ing no racing in the East, it was 
thought best to continue biy 
purses. 

Harvey Meyers and John 
Hachmeistcr, representing Laio 
nia; Matt J, \\ inn, representing 
the New Louisville Jockey Club, 
and Catesby Woodford, of the 
Kentucky Racing Association at 
Lexirgton, appeared before the 
commission and agreed to the 
dates selected.

Every farmer who expects to 

idant *eed corn next .venr of his 
own raiting should select it in the 
field this Ctll and give it proper 
rare during the winter Everyone 
who is not growing ■ variety with 

>rood breeding behind it should 

iret such » variety before another 
year BOM I'.v. Once a productive 
variety is found, seed sho.ild he 
•elected from ore's own field rath- 
er than buy seed from h distance. 

the imported seed is likely to be 
not so well adapted to the local 
conditions a> the home-grown 
seed. In buying new seed, it is 

safest to set it from a grower of 
reputation as near home as possi- 
ble. Most corn growem select 
seed from the crib in the spring: 
tlverefore it is not possible to 
niiuw anything about the condi- 
tions under which it grew. Tin 
whole plant, and not the ear, It 
the unit of selection. The rea- 
sonable way. then, is to go Into 
the field when the corn is cominj. 
into maturity, and select good ears 
on well developed stalks of tlu 
same maturity. The stalk should 
bo of medium height, stocky am 1 
vigerous, bearing the ear about 
four feet from the ground, with n 
good shank that gives the ear just 
enough drop to protect it from tin 
rain. Select for two or tine* 
stalks in the hill, according as yon 
expect to grow two or three in u 
bill. An ear that is good with 
one stalk in a hill might have been 
poor in competition with othei 
•-talks in the hill. See that then 
me no nubbin or barren stalks 
close to the selected plants, as 
they are generally from weak 
seed, and the selected ear will 
have been cross fertilized by t hem.

Thi» Should Be Result of a Child's 
Training 2nd With It He Will 
Educate Himself. 

From the total training during 
childhood there should result in the 
■I lild a taste for interesting and im- 
proving reading, which should direct 
and inspire its subsequent intel- 
lectual life. That schooling which 
results in this tnste to* good Wad- 
ing, however unsystematic or ecoen- 
'rie the schooling may have been, has 

bieved a main end of elementary 
education; and that schooling which 
does not result in implanting this 
permanent taste has failed. Guided 
and animated by this impulse to ac- 
quire knowledge and exercise his 
imagination, through reading, the 
individual will continue to educate 
himself all through life. Without 
thai deep-rooted impression he will 
soon cease to draw on the accumu- 
lated wisdom of the past and the new 
resources of the present, and, as he 
growl older he will live in a mental 
atmosphere which is always growing 
thinner and emptier. Do we not nil 
know many people who seem to live 
in a mental vacuum — to whom, in- 
deed, we have great difficulty in at- 
tributing immortality, because they 
apparently have so little life except 
that of the body?

The uplifting of 
(he democratic masses depends on 
this implanting at school of the taste 
of good reading.
